the later half of his second term. Marshall 
took the office in his maturer prime, and held it 
oyer thirty-four years, dying im itlat the ripe age 
of 80; ‘Taney aecepted it when’ nearly 60, 
yet held it almost thirty years, dying Chief Jus- 
tice at the ripe age of 87. As Ellsworth lived 
to bo 72,nnd Jay.to be 93, the office may be 
deemed favorable (to ‘longevity, and we 
may reverently hope that its ‘now incumbent 
has many years of tigor-and usefulness befor

On 
his return to the cepital he: has written’o letter, 
undoubtedly intended for publicity, to the Min- 
ister of State, in which he sets'forth the main 
principles which are henceforth to control his 
Government. 

‘Tho Emperor affirms that he met in evory 
city, town and village which he visited with the 
most enthusiastic reception, which left no donbt 
in his mind that the establishment, of the Em- 
pire is the wish of an immense majority of the 
Mexican people... What Mexico especially nocds 
is peace, tranquillity, and justice for all, ‘These 
ho is detormined to give’ to tho country, ‘Tho 
Emperor further says that tho adherents of Jua- 
reg can no longer lay glaim to the lenient treat- 
mont which they have thua far received. They 
no longor reprosent, in his opinion, a political 
crecd, but'are only gangs of robbers and mur: 
derers, whom the Impérislist troops hencoforth 
are to annibilate as faras possible, 

It is impossiblo for us to ascertain to what. 
extent the view which Maximilian takes of 
his recoption by the Moxicans« ia correct. 
Eyerybody Knows, that Austrian statementa 
haye frequently been made respecting public 
opinion in) Venotia, Hungary and Galicia, 
howevor loudly the people may have protested 
egainst ‘them. No opportunity has yet beon 
given by the new Emperor to the ‘hole Mexican 
people to cxpress freely thoir opinion, ‘The en- 
gagoment of seyeral thousands of Austrian and 
Belgian mercenaries, to serve in Moxico os a 
foroign legion, is certainly anything but 8 proof 
of Maximilian’s ‘confidenco in the devotion of 
the Mexicans to the new Empire, 

Maximilian promises to tho'Moxicans ‘' peace, 
tranquillity, and justice for all.” These are un- 
doubtedly boons greatly needed, and greatly 
desired by the people. Before the invasion, the 
majority of the Moxicans boped to secure them 
throngh the election of Juarez for Presidont, 
and impartial observers of Mexican affairs gon-

A nation in- 
svolved in war should always fight as though it 
ally intended and expeoted to fight its way to 
peaco within the year ensuing, To settle down 
nto war as a natural, permanent condition—to 
“wage a lazy, shiftiess war—is at once disgrace- 
fal and perilous. A nation at war is largely at 
tho meroy of jealons rivals, who venture on in- 
smlts and encroachments which they would 
brink from intime of Peace. A war should 
always bo waged as a conflagration is resisted, 
and a nation which has ceased to fight in earn- 
st should cease to fight at all.

Tho principlo of the conservation of fores is that 
power, like matter, is never destroyed, but alwaya 
conserved: The principle of the correlation of 
fornes is that tho various forces nre mutually con- 
Yertible, or may be trausformed one itto another. 
When forces disappear and seem to bo destroyed 
they only changs form; the impulse liyes on updi- 
Wainished and indestrnotible through endless trans- 
Mutations Abodyin motion comes to rest and 
the mecbanical force appears to be annthilated; a 
Dody at rost is put in motion and the force appears 
to bo created. But theso appearances are decep- 
tivo; the sharper Scrutiny and finer moasurements 
of the latest science show thot no movewcut or 
impulse, however alight, can disappear’ without be- 
dng tracesble in somo other form. | By Joosoly 
Feasoning from superficial appearances it was long 

Petioved possible to construct 6 porpetual motion— 
Bmaechine that should go on forever, creating its 
own power: but it is now considered that no foreo 
ean arise, except at the oxponse of somo prédxist- 
ing force, and that no force can disuppear without 
Producing an equiyalent dynamical result in some 
form or other. Whenever mechanical motion is 
axrested, whether gredually by friction or suddenly 
By collision, heat is produced. Whea ono body 
strikes anotlor, it is warmed. An applo falling 
rom a tree has its tewperature but slightly raisod, 
while an aerolite falling from the heaveus nos 1 
exormons motion so arrested by impact against the 
atmosphere thet it is ignited, and perhaps fueed or 
exploded. All mechanical motion, therefore, when 
Drought to rest, increases tho store of heat in ns. 
tare. On the other hand, heat produces mechanical 
force, 05 we seo in the caso of the steam engine, and 
4s célisumed in its production. All mechanieal 
movement, therefore, is at the expense of the 
store of heat in the unive The whole circle of 
forees, electric, chemital, und vital, 26 well e& ther: 
mal and mechanical, are thus mutually convertible 
and while the total amount of power, like thet of 
matter, remains unaltered, all tho effects and| 
ebanges which we beliold in nature or experlonce 
4n ovraclres are the results of those mutations of 
energy which take place under inexorublo numeri- 
eal lows. 

These propositions may seem obyions, and cor- 
seinly they aro far more simple and consistent than 
the doctrines they replace, but they are the highest 
results of adyauding knowledge; they overturn the 
errors of ages and revolutionize the philosophy of 
scionce, The fictions that heve so long pretended 
to explain the offvets of forces are-swept away. The 
hypothetical agoncies—caloric, tho electric, mag- 
netic, Andneryous fluids, the vital principle, and the 
like, hayo gono the way of plogistou, and are ban- 
fahed from the field of progressive science, With 
‘the rejection of these obscuring, peryerting ideas, 
we aro brought closor to the nakell fects of nature 
‘Wo seo that forees are only manifested in raatter; 
they ere only evidenced by movemonts in matter; 
it is wisest, thorefore, to regurd them as only 
affections of matter itself, This yiow may seem 
‘unimportant, but it has stupendous implications, 
If the reader will glonce over the new yolume, he 
will seo that this principle gives to tho thinkers of 
this generation a new heavens and a,now earth,
